House Balks 
at Raising 
Debt Ceiling 


By EDMOND LeBRETON 
WASHINGTON (AP) - House 


Republicans, Joined by conserv- 
ative Southern Democrats and a 
sprinkling of antiwar liberals, 
dealt President Johnson a sur« 
prise defeat in rejecting his bid 
to raise the national debt celling 
$29 billion. 


The unique coalition voted 210 


to 197 Wednesday against the 
proposed largest debt increase 
since World War fl and forced 
the administration to come up 
with a new, probably cut-down 
plan or face a government bill- 
paying crisis after June 30. 


The victory was doubly sweet 


for Republicans who called in 
debate for a vote of no confi- 
dence in Johnson's fiscal poll* 
cies and denounced what they 
called false budget figures. 


"We don't believe the Presi- 


dent's 
figures/' 
said Rep, 


Thomas B. Curtis, R-Mo. "I 
don't see any reason why we 
should, They're false on the rev- 
enue estimates and false on the 
expenditure estimates." 


GOP spokesmen argued that 


defeat of the debt ceiling meas- 
ure could force the administra- 
tion to revise its budget and cut 
domestic spending. 


The defeat stunned Demo- 


cratic leaders, who had felt the 
Vietnam war and the Middle 
East crisis would inspire ade- 
quate bipartisan backing for 
Johnson's money plans.

Wilbur Milles, 


chairman of Congress' all* 
powerful Ways & Means 


Committee, takes it as a per* 
sonal blow that the House on 
Wednesday 
rejected his com- 


mittee's recommendation to in* 
crease the federal debt limit to 
365 billions. 


The defeat came on a propo- 


sal to raise the permanent limit, 
which currently is 285 billion. 
Of course the actual governmen- 
tal debt Is far above this latter 
figure, but Congress had legal- 
iced the excess by establishing 
a temporary celling of 336 bil- 
lion. 


Now the federal debt Is bump- 


Ing even this astronomical figure, 
and when Mills and his fellow 
Ways & Means Committee mem- 
bers suggested the remedy was to 
wipe out all pretense and boldly 
raise the permanent celling to 
365 billion the House revolted 
and beat him 210 to 197. 


Your editor has the utmost 


respect for Mr. Mills, a con- 
servative Arkansas 
Democrat, 


but by vlrture of bis chairman- 
ship of the most powerful com- 
mittee in either house of Con- 
gress he is bound to be influenced 
at times by the fruitless demands 
of tbe spendthrift Johnson admini- 
stration. Mills' rebuff Wednesday 
was not unexpected. As United 
Press International reported in 
this morning's papers: 


"In recent years Congress 


has voted annually to raise 
the temporary ceiling, but 
each year the votes hav«» been 
getting closer." 
And so Wednesday tbe House 


finally said "No"-and high time, 
Indeed.

citizen has is to beat free-spend- 
ers at the polls.

dering Hebrews saw Palestine, 
called the land of Canaan then, 
wanted it, fought the Canaanites 
for it, and conquered them, 
making it their homeland* 


Later under their hero king, 


David, they subdued the neigh- 
boring Philistines, too. Today 
the Jews have another hero 
afainst the enemy, Gen. Moshe 
Dayan. 


Under his leadership in thf 


brief war of 1956 the Israelh 
smashed through Egypt to the 
Suet Canal, Although they later 
withdrew. 


Now once again in the crisis 


with Egypt last week Dayan 
was brought in by popular de- 
mand as defense minister and a 
few days later the war began 
with the Israelis once more 
smashing 
through the Egyp- 


tians. 


In Dayan's day, as In David's, 


the basic issue was real estate, 
the strip of land called Palestine 
from which the Jews had been 
dispersed by the Romans about 
1,900 years ago. 


They had been wanderers un- 


til 1948 when, with the blessing 
of the United Nations, they were 
allowed once more to can Pales- 
tine their home, or at least a 
part of it, and set up their own 
government there 
under the 


named Israel. 


The Arabs have never accept- 


ed this intrusion into their par- 
ticular world of the Middle East 
with the creation of the Jewish 
state. Although the Moslem and 
Jewish religions became a tow- 
ering factor in the Jewish-Arab 
relations, it was Palestine itself 
which remained the central is- 
sue. 


In this sense the war Is a con- 


tinuation of the past and Is not 
an Ideological war like the one 
in Vietnam where the United 
States is fighting against Com- 
munist domination of the coun- 
try. 


But where the Mideast war 


touches the modern world is in 
the possibility — not yet over — 
that this revival of an ancient 
war might Involve In a global 
war the two great ideological 
opponents, the Soviet Union and 
the United States. 


Those two, judging from what 


they did Tuesday night In the 
U.N. Security Council, are not 
eager to let a biblical war suck 
them into a world war. 


Nevertheless, In tne decades 


ahead there will always be this 
danger, if not in the Bible lands 
at least everywhere where the 
interests of the giants meet, a 
danger that will be multlpled a 
thousandfold 
when Red China 


becomes a full-fledged nuclear 
force. 


And the interests of the giants 


meet, since both are in a non- 
shooting war for the mind of. 
mankind, 
practically 
every- 


where even when the small na- 
tions fight for reasons as simple 
as those of the biblical tribes. 


Moscow 
and 
the 
United

ported Egypt and the latter 
could hardly let Israel be elimi- 
nated, joined in passing a reso- 
lution calling on Arabs and 
Jews to cease firing. 


Yet, the solemn, somber day
